member of the Southern society. Wilkes, 
@ son of ex-Judge Wm. A. Wilkes of South 
Dakota, is known throughout the West as 
the slayer of Geo. Shepard, one of the 
leaders of the Reil rebellion. His second, 
Frank Butler, is a lecturer of considerable 
renown, a son of the late Col. Geo. Butler, 
United States Consul to Egypt under Presi- 
dent Grant, and Rose Eytinge, the well- 
known actress. McVeigh’s second, Robert 
R. Owens, is also a n ew of Mr. Laffan.

‘The item of foremost interest is the 
yield of corn: The Secretary says: The 
yield for this year, with one exception, is 
greater than in any previous year in the 
State’s history and ranks Kansas as one 
of the four banner corn States of the 
world. The total product ts 201,457,396 bush- 
els, an average yield on the entire area 
planted (8,394,871 acres) of 24 bushels per 
acre. The average price of corn for the 
year is given as 23 cents per bushel and the 
price at which it is being sold or contracted 
(delivered) now in the principal corn coun- 
ties ranges from 16 to 21 cents, and aver- 
ages 18 cents. Thirty-three per cent of the 
crop is reported as likely to be disposed of

BOSSIGM BY PETITION. 
The Post-Dispatch has been notified 


that petitions are being circulated ask- 
ing the State Committee not to call an 
early convention to select delegates to the 
Democratic National Convention. 

This is evidently a part of the pro- 
gramme agreed upon at the Francis gold 
standard conference held in St. Louis 
on Saturday. Its purpose is to provide 
the State Committee with an excuse for 
not carrying out the instructions of the 
Pertle Springs Convention. 

Of course there is no yalid objection to 
the getting up of petitions. The 
right of petition is a constitutional one 
and should not be abridged either by | 
law or public opinion. Demoerats who 
are invited to sign the petitions, how- 
ever, should consider a few points. 

In the first place, they are invited to 
ask the State Committee to disobey the 
instructions of a regular Democratic 
State Convention and to betray the trust 
imposed upon them by that convention. 

In the second place, they are asked to 
do this, not in the interests of the Demo- 
cratic party, but in order that a few 
bosses may maintain their grip on the 
party machinery and thus defeat the will 
and wishes of a large majority of Mis- 
souri Democrats, 

In the third place, they should bear in 
mind that this movement draw its in- 
spiration from Wall Street, and is a part 
of the carefully planned and diligently 
pursued campaign to bind the Democratic 
party to the gold standard bond-issuing 
policy which Mr. Cleveland, in alliance 
with foreign and home bankers, is trying 
to fasten permanently upon the country.

Surprise is expressed even by the diplo- 
mats of this 1 who expect almost any- 
thing from the Porte; at the action of the 
Sultan in sanctioning the official note 
issued yesterday, expressing Abdul Hamid's 
thanks for the “energetic measures taken 
by the imperial authorities” in “‘suppress- 
ing the disturbances in Asia Minor, as- 
serting that order has now been restored 
tn all the districts recently the scene of 
riots and conflicts,“ and adding that pre- 
cautions have been taken to insure the 
maintenance of order.’ 

This really looks like mocking the Am- 
bassadors, and as second in importance 
only to the snub administered by the Sultan 
to Great Britain in decorating. Bahri Pasha 
and hy Ae the command of the troops 

oing to itun after he had been removed 
rom a Governorship at the instance of the 
British Ambassador, Sir Philip Currie, for 
his ill-treatment of Armenians. 

As to order being restored in the disturbed 
. it need only be said that the mobil- 
zation of about 150,000 troops to be sent 
to these districts is progressing as actively 
as the Turkish Government can push such 
an undertaking, hampered as it is by lack 
of funds and the incompetency of its offi- 
cilals. Then, again, advices received here 
to-day announce fresh disturbances at 
Marash, Bitlis and Sivas, with their at- 
tendant massacres. 

It is also announced that a battalion of 
Turkish troops which was in the garrison at 
Zeitoun and which recently distinguished 
itself by surrounding and shooting down 
Armenians insurgents, was later besieged 
in ite barracks by the Armenians, to whom 
the soliders eventually capitulated with 
arms and ammunition, bag and baggage. It 
is added that the Armenians now occupy 
the quarters at Zeitoun previously occupied 
by the Turkish soldiery. 

The Armenians, it is further stated, have 
also garrisoned all the important positions 
in end about Zeitoun and are gathering am- 
munition and provisions, throwing up other 
fortifications, and in every way preparing 


to h place. 

Zeltoün- is the route from Arabgher to 
Aleppo, and la- an important iron mining 
center, 

ConeideTubie anxiety is felt in American 
circles here on account of absence of news 
from the district where the American mis- 
Bionaries are stationed, and the United 
States Ambassador, Mr. Alexander W. Ter- 
rell, has telegraphed to Commissioner Darn- 
ham at Harpoot, asking him if the Ameri- 
can mission is safe. 

According to advices to-day from Had- 
jin, several villages in that vicinity have 
been attacked by rioters, who ‘massacred 
the inhabitants and plundered their prop- 
erty It is feared that the disturbances 
will spread to Hadjin. 

It was stated this afternoon in Huropean 
official circlessthat as a result of an ad- 
ditional exchange of views between the 
Powers through their representatives here 
and at the different capitals it is believed 
that a joint course of action, involving a 
display of naval, and possibly of military, 
force has already been decided upon. 

Recent events having clearly demon- 
strated that the Sultan has no intention of 
really carrying out the scheme for reform 
agreed upon some time ago; after so much 
delay and annoyance. 

Nothing definite, however, ap rs to be 
known regarding the course of action de- 
cided upon; but it is now believed that the 
Sultan will not be allowed to trifie with 
the ambassadors for many days longer, and 
news of an important nature is expected 
at any moment. 

The financial situation here continues to 
be unsatisfactory in spite of efforts of the 
Imperial Bank to bolster up the finances of 
the Turkish Empire. In fact, Boerse busi- 
ness here is almost entirely suspended, and 
it is believed that this condition of affairs 
will continue until the European powers 
demonstrate to the Sultan in the only man- 
ner that he ig capable of understanding 
that the cruelty and incompetency of the 
Turkish officials can no longer be permitted 
to endanger the peace of Europe. 

A prominent member of the diplomatic 
corps was quoted to-day as saying that ‘‘the 
end of all this business is fast approaching,”’ 
and this is the view taken of the situation 
by Buropeans generally. It is understood 
that the wers have at last decided that 
further “identical notes“ or other such 
We are useless in the case of 
A Hamid, and that only prompt and 
efficient military action is likely to have 
any influence upon him.

The Court of 3 Passes on a 
Knotty Question. 


CAME UP IN A SMALL SUIT. 


Judge Rombauer Helds That a Justice's 
Jurisdiction Is Co-Extensive 
With the City. Limits. 


The Court of Appeals, by Judge Rom- 
bauer, has ruled on the question of juris- 
diction of Justices of the Peace in the 
city of Bt. Louis. 

By. the act of 1883 the jurisdiction of 
Justices wus made co-extensive with the 
city limits except in certain cases. The 
revision of 1889 did not embody this act, 
and in consequence it was repealed by the 
omission.
